breaking engagement.

responding year and the midget show tripled its intake. 


TORONTO, Aug. 28.—The 48th annual 
Canadian National Exhibition was cere- 
monieusly ushered in at 9 o'clock this 
morning. Ideal weather prevailed The 
exhibition is so gigantic in its proportions, 
so intensive in the thoroness with which 
it endeavors to cover every field of the 
nation’s diversified interests, that com- 
parative phrases are impossible in de- 
scribing this international institution. 
But it can easily be said that no similar 
enterprise has yet been devised in the 
interests of the general public that com- 
pares with it. 

Everything. so to speak, befittincly 
favors this exhibition. The geographical 
locatioh of the grounds, covering 300 
acres of well-laid-out land, located on the 
curving shores of Lake Ontario, forms a 
picturesque backgcround for the shifting 
scenes of a nation’s work and play, with 
its endless processions of shady paths, 
spreading flower beds, concrete walks and 
miles of asphalt driveways. The touch 
of the artist, landscape gardener and na- 
ture unparalleled greets the eye in every 
direction. Loveliness and sentiment pre- 
dominate and _ Dlend. The swarming 
crowds are goodnatured and jovial. Dis- 
crimination and dignity seem to be the 
watchword. Great interest is manifested 
in everything appertaining to the exhibi- 
tion. This is probably due to the diversity 
and surfeit of the offerings. Adjectives 
and superlatives could not give an ade- 


quate interpretation of the comprehen- 
siveness of this annual show. It is in a 
class all its own. 

The officials who, in a large measure, 
are responsible for the success and steady 
growth of this annual exhibition are, in 
popular parlance, re al honest-to-goodness 
showmen, who have adopted'a live-and- 
let-live policy, with sound principles of 
business and showmanship administration 
that have stood the test of time. Fancy, 
for instance, attending any of the great 
fairs in the States for a general ad- 
mission of 25 cents, or five tickets for $1. 
Fancy, for illustration, witnessing the 
greatest array of outdoor feature acts in 
a modern grand stand at 25 cents admis- 
sion, with the country’s greatest bands 
in attendance. These facts are something 
to conjure over. 

The formal opening took place auspici- 
ously at 2:30 this afternoon, which was 
Warriors’ Day. Thousands of war vet- 
erans, in their gaily bedecked uniforms, 
led by bands, formed a marching com- 
bination of patriotic sons of Canada, who 
took possession of the exhibition that set 
the machinery in motion.

Christy Brothers’ Show Train 
Recovering From Railroad Wreck 


FLORENCE. Ala.. Aug 28.—The 
Christy Brothers’ Circus train, which 


was in a railroad wreck at Loretto yes- 
terday, is fast being put into shape again. 
The last of the damaged cars reached 
here early this morning. The L. & N. 
sent a special train of flats and box cars 
to bring the horses and elephants here. 

Every car was damaged with the ex- 
ception of the steel flats and the sleep- 
ers. The cars were taken to the Southern 
yards at Sheffield and a force of men put 
at work to make the repairs so that the 
train can leave here some time Sunday to 
make the 170-mile jump to Chattanooga 
and show there Monday. The circus 
passed up Huntsville, Ala. but gave a 
parade here this noon and had two good 
crowds. <A colored man was found in the 
tunnel car with an arm broke, and was 
sent to the hospital Two cages were 
badly smashed but no animals were in- 
jured. 


LORETTO, Ala.. Aug. 27.—The wreck 
on the Christy Brothers’ show train oc- 
curred here at about 6 o'clock this morn- 
ing, when the train ran into the rear end 
of a local freight. There was a dense fog 
and the crew of the freight, not expecting 
the circus train, had no flagman out. 
The two engines crashed thru the ca- 
boose, smashing it to kindling, and 
ploughed thru two freight cars and de- 
railed six cars, including an oil car and 
a car loaded with gasoline. The car next 
to the first engine caught on fire, but a 
bucket brigade subdued the flames before 
they reached the tank car. The engineer 
of the first engine, with his fireman, 


jumped when they saw that the collision 
was inevitable. They were only slightly, 
injured. Had the crew of the freight 
been in the caboose, all would have been 
killed. Both the southbound and north- 
bound tracks were blocked with the 
wreckage and the track torn up for a 
hundred yards. 

It was just by luck that, in making up 
the train in Columbia, the stee! flats were 
placed next to the engines and the stock 
cars with the horses and elephants were 
placed next to the coaches. Nearly ev- 
eryone on the train was seriously shaken 
up. The cookhouse wagon had its front 
trucks demolished, but Jack Walsh set 
the tables by the side of the track and 
meals were cooked in the wagon on the 
flat and served to the people in good time. 
W. A. Dyke, harness maker with the 
show, was thrown from his bunk and had 
a bad gash cut in his head. Dvke and 
the colored helper were the only ones 
seriously injured. 

The worst damage was done to the 
wagons on the wooden flats, which were 
jammed together and all of the draw- 
bars smashed. The stock cars had all 
of the trucks damaged and there was not 
an inch of room between them. It was 
learned around noon that the wrecker 
was at work on another accident, so G 
W. Christy took charge of the work and 
under his direction the track was cleared 
in about three hours. A train was mad: 
up of five sleepers, one stock and three 
freight cars, and sent thru to Florence 
arriving about 5:50 p.m An in 
crowd, having heard of the wreck, was 
on hand to greet the train. No effort 
was made to give a performance.

Over in Paris 


American Artists Out of Work 
Besiege Aid Society in French 
Capital 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—With the closing of 
numerous theaters, cabarets and night 
clubs because of the warm weather, 
throwing many musicians, dancers and 
actors out of work, the American Aid 
Society of Paris has been overrun lately 
by stranded theatrical artists who are 
unable to find positions of any kind 

Many of these American performers 
are absolutely broke and the Aid So- 
ciety is confronted with a serious prob- 
lem, as its limited resources enable it 
to aid only a small number of the most 
needy and most deserving applicants. Out 
of about 3,000 who applied for help in 
the last year the organization could 
assist only 150. 

Contracts made in the United States 
are not legal over here, and musicians 
and other artists have no redress in case 
their contract is not lived up to by the 
- rties responsible for bringing them over 

ere.

At a 
performances in the 125 or more theaters 
be taken by the operators will be deter- 
mined Unless 11th-hour negotiations for 
an agreement are started, breaking the 
present deadlock, the operators will strike 
Wednesday, September 1, when the two- 
year contract expires. From all present 
indications, following repeated efforts to 
reach an agreement last week, the strike 
is inevitable. 

The houses affected do not include the 
big circuit-owned theaters of the Keith- 
Albee, Moss, Proctor, Loew, Fox and 
Famous Players (Publix) chain, but only 
those which are represented by the Mo- 
tion Picture Theater Owners Chamber 
of Commerce, to which they all signed 
power of attorney when the negotiations 
were begun. 

Charles F. Eichhorn, vice-president of 
the local, states the mem are negotiating 
for a 10 per cent boost over the present 
wages of $1.65 an hour in the big circuit 
houses and $1.23 an hour in the smaller 
theatefs, on a six-day-week basis of six 
hours a day. This is the basis of the 
contract signed by all the big vaudeville 
and Broadway picture house circuits. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind, Aug. 30.— 
Negotiations to determine next year's 
wage scale are in progress between 


Indianapolis motion picture theaters and 
members of Movie iSeeantore’ Local No. 
194. The contract now operative expires 
shortly. The operators are seeking an 
advance in wages from $1 to $1.40 an 
hour.

Nazarro is preceded by strains of his 
violin playing coming from the wings. 
He enters in the attire of an Italian 
immigrant fitted out in his Sunday's 
best. The instrumental bit concluded, 
Nazarro slides into a _ brief rapid-fire 
volley of Italo-American verbiage. The 
audience contained a goodly number of 
Latins when reviewed, and this material, 
quite inappropriate for the average 
neighborhood house, went over big. An 
English straight seng follows and in this 
Nazarro exhibits a voice of commendable 
quality and training. 

In his talking bits Nazarro sports a 
Latin dialect. The rendering of Sole Mt, 
in its native tongue, with banjo accom- 
paniment was good and greeted with an 
unusually strong hand Nazarro closes 
with a Yiddish comedy bit, comprised of 
exaggerated dancing and whistling. His 
efforts at making the offering entertain- 
ing are not in vain since he works con- 
scientious'y from start to finish and 
makes every moment a snappy one. What 
the turn lacks more than anything else 
is that quality of finesse necessary in a 
character bit. It is not known whether 
Nazarro’s poor pronunciation in the dia- 
log bits are affected. If such is the 
case he should alter the routine so as 
to show. the customers that he really 
can talk straight English when necese 
Saiy.

Billy Van

Why the running time of Van's act 
exceeds more than a dozen minutes is 
something which needs explanation. Not 
that the sketching ability of the afore- 
said Van is be’ow par; to the contrary, 
the boy is a wonder worker with the 
pastel chalk, but his forte is anything 
but comedy. Unfortunately, comedy 1s 
what he stresses in the act, and therein 
lies the wasted additional six or seven 
minutes aygd the marring of a perfect 
sketching number. 

Van enters and proceeds to work on 
a sketch, his glib tongue pouring out 
supposed witticisms in a jarring mono- 
tone. The sketch, of a cartoon comedy 
nature, was applauded’ with fair en- 
thusiasm, but it seemed thruout the turn 
that the audience was awaiting the 
sketches, tolerating Van's intimacies with 
Stoical patience. Van makes_ four 
sketches at the most. The execution of 
these bits occupies a total amount of 
time probably less than five minutes. For 
nine minutes Van spraw!s on the stage 
floor, nags the men in the pit and gets 
over gags that were somehow totally 
bevond the sense of humor of the audi- 
ence, 

Van has talent as a sketch artiste and 
knows how to exploit it for vaudeville 
purposes, but he makes the mistake of 
stressing comedy material with entirely 
tog much vigor He should be content 
to occupy the number one spot with rune 
ning time lessened, thereby getting a bete 
ter reception with a half dozen sketches 
and not running the risk of giving a 
leth arate exhibition in a better spot ‘n 
a bill E. E. S.

For an act to stop a show at the first 
performance four years after its last 
appearance in vaudeville is indeed an ac- 
complishment and that is what the South- 
land Entertainers succeeded in doing, 
when reviewed.

Two syncopated numbers in close order 
start the proceedings. A ballad by one 
of the boys, in which he is accompanied 
by the orchestra, won a great hand, when 
reviewed. There follows a conglomera- 
tion of acrobatic dancing, quartet sing- 
ing, wholesome comedy and the utiliza- 
tion of a mandolin to give uke sounds dy 
the leader-violinist.

Tho not every strong at the outset, this 
mixed team grow in favor as the act pro- 
ceeds and close to a great hand.

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English Cabaret Boom Fall) 


First-Class Floor Talent Still Needed, But 
Tendency Towards National De- 
velopment 


By “COCKAIGNE” 


LONDON, Aug. 23.—Some time ago I 
remarked that plenty of openings existed 
in the London cabaret field for first- 
class American floor talent This is 
equally true today. Indeed the openings 
for the American cabaret specialty acts 
increase as more and more hotels in Lon- 
don and the big provincial centers initi- 
ate entertainments of this kind. Even 
many small seaside and rural resorts are 
giving cabaret shows, and tho a large 
number of British artistes are finding em- 
ployment, there is still plenty of scope 
for American talent, more especially as 
the boom in American musical comedy 
and legit. entertainment has its counter- 
part in the cabaret world. 

2. O. Leadiay, one of the keenest 
pioneers and ablest directors of this style 
of show this side, has recently taken over 
the control of the entertainments given 
at the Piccadilly Hotel and the Kit-Kat 
Club, which are about the best meal-time 
shows in town. Leadlay stands firm by 
the American floor talent as is seen ‘by 
his present Piccadilly Revels Company, 
which includes Bee Palmer, Fowler and 


Tamara, Hal Sherman; the continental 
dancers, Zoiga and Rachel; Fay Martin 


and Doreen Read. For this show Ed- 
ward Dolly has arranged the dances and 
Dolly Tree has designed the costumes. 
Cochran's “suppertime’” show at the 
Trocadero is also a first-class offering, 
and C. B. continues his policy of intimate 
ballets beautifully mounted, sandwiched 
in with exhibition dancing of the modern 


type, and he has a singer as a sort 
of compere. Cochran struck a new and 
most successful note when he turned 


his hand to cabaret at the Lyons estab- 
lishment. His idea was to develop Eng- 


lish talent, but he has made extensive 
use of American artistes as well. For 
instance, Harry A. White and Ewing 


Eaton have recently had extraordinary 
success here with their eccentric acrobatic 


dancing. The Jerez Brothers also have 
an original act and their American get- 
up and lively performances get home 


with the London public. The outstanding 
success of the show is “The Progress of 
the Dance’, which illustrates typical 
items of terpsichorean development from 
the time of the 18th-century minuet 
down to the Charleston. 

It looks as tho the development of a 
definitely English type of cabaret were 
well under way, for the Hotel Metropole 
management, which started the ball roll- 
ing with the Midnight Follies, has _ar- 
ranged for Nigel Playfair to produce 
its next show. Playfair has, of course, 
made a name for himself in particular 
as a prodycer of 18th-century shows in 
a slightly fantastic and picturesque man- 
ner. and he will undoubtedly develop his 
particularly English ideas in the Metro- 
pole performance for which A. P. Herbert 
has written the book and Alfred Reyn- 
olds is doing the music. 

The heyday of the American orchestra 
this side seems to be over. For one 
thing the Britishers have come up fo 
scratch, and provide bands to equal the 
former American importations. Also 
there have been difficulties put in the 
way by the English passports department 
Ben Bernie, for example, was to have 
opened at the Kit-Kat, but he is not 
coming after all, as Billyhoy has already 
noted. When Jack Hylton got his or- 
chestra together and showed what could 
be done with a real British jazz band 
it was the beginning of the end of the 
American dance orchestra this side, tho 
the flop of Paul Whiteman’s recent ven- 
ture this side is as much _ responsible 
for the Ministry of Labor's attitude to 
foreign bands as anything. But this does 
not apply to dancing acts and floor 
talent generally, in regard to which swe 
still hold out the glad hand to artistes 
from the States.

However, Rob- 
ert McWade wins the greatest favor in 
his screaming!y funny role of the “army 
nule” from back in Indiana.  Solidly 
American, he carries all before him. His 
millionaire friend is portrayed with ut- 
most ease and naturalness by William 
Elliott, long absent from leading roles 
and doubly welcome in his return. 
Georgia Caine, as the dry-mouthed wife 
of the home towner, scores decidedly 
with her sure sense of timing and wry 
grimaces. The breezy, strong-headed 
youth who is to be the brother-in-law is 
a lucrative role and is realized for all 
it is worth by Chester Morris, whose 
keen eye, certainty of voice and modern 
polish aptly suit the requirements Peg 


Entwistle shows versatile ability as the 
bride-to-be, but s hampered somewhat 
by an uncultured voice.

Too much garrulity of a rhetorical and 
epigrammatic order, weakness in devel- 
opment of the dramatic theme and a 
lack of animation in the varinus char- 
acters are points of detraction in Love 
Is Like That.

In Pawtucket

Producers of miniature musical shows 
are keen in realizing that it will take 
more than the ordinary show to get by 
this season, and, with that thought in 
mind, are surrounding themselves with a 
caliber of talent seldom seen in this popu- 
lar class of entertainment.

“At the recent tab. owners’ meeting at 
Springfield, O.,” writes Edwards, “some 
talk was made of producing comics and 
other principals jumping shows without 
notice and then continuing to put on 
material originated by their past show 
owner. I would suggest that if a tab 
owner has some original material that 
he advertise a synopsis of the origina! 
material, stating that the materia! is 
being used by such and such a show and 
that the material was originat>d by that 
show. While this would not stop these 
people from stealing the material, sti!! 
it would keep honest theater managers 
and show owners posted and they would 
be less apt to use the material. I for 
one am going to advertise a synopsis of 
the original material used by the Gene 
Edwards shows and I shall rely upon 
the honesty of the tab. owners and thea- 
ter managers to protect us on the use 
of this material. Regarding the people 
who jump shows without notice and the 
theater managers who pay salaries and 
guarantees with checks (then stopping 
payment), I would suggest that the 
show owner, thru an ad, warn othe: 
show owners by exposing the guilty 
parties.” 


Moore on “Merry Maids’ 


“Hap” Moore, of Moore’s Merry Mcids 
in reply to Danny Milton's article which 
appeared under Tab. Notes in the last 
issue, writes: “Mr. Milton states that he 
used the title ‘Merry Matds’ for his show

Herk’s Precedent 
Converts Critic 


Syracuse (N. Y.) Herald Com- 
mends ‘“Tempters’’, a Mutual 
Circuit Show 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—The Billboard 
and The Herald, of Syracuse, are some- 
what famed for their caustic criticism of 
burlesque when it ceases to be burlesque 
and becomes indecent, therefore it is well 
worth recording that President I. H. 
Herk’s proclamation to producing man- 
agers and principals of Mutual Circuit 
shows that indecency on the Mutual Cir- 
cuit would not be tolerated the coming 
season has had its effect for Griff Wil- 
liams and Ed. Jordan, franchise-holding 
producing managers and principals in 
their own company, The Tempters, open- 
ing their season at the Savoy Theater, 
Syracuse, where their presentation, along 
the lines set forth in President Herk’s 
proclamation, set a precedent that caused 
the conversion of The Heralid’s critic, who, 
in reviewing President Herk’s proclama- 
tion and The Tempters presentation, un- 
der date of August 23, says: 

“Give a dog a bad name and hang him. 

“If The Tempters, which introduced 
Mutual Wheel burlesque to the Savoy 
Theater of Morris Fitzer yesterday, is 
typical of the attractions playing on the 
wheel, that bit of philosophy, which has 
prevailed since the days of Aesop, tells 
the story of the Mutual brand of travesty. 

“In other words, the Mutual wheel has 
been given a bad name by the ‘they say’ 
boys and girls to such an extent that it 
is deemed fitting and proper to hang the 
Herk-guided shows without further ado. 

“As critic and specially invited censor, 
I sat thru The Tempters yesterday after- 
noon and found that as burlesques go— 
especially if the comparison is to be made 
with the late unlamented Jack Singer 
productions—the Savoy offering is like 
dear old Ivory, 99 and 44-100ths per cent 
pure. 

“In not more than five or six instances 
was there a descent into the risque and 
the unpleasantly offensive double en- 
tendre, and, as censor, I believe they were 
promptly deleted. To accomplsh this was 
an easy task, for two reasons: First, the 
lines added nothing to the strength of the 
burletta; secondly, the show ran far too 
long. It needs to be sliced about 30 min- 
utes to conform to running time require- 
ments. 

“While on the subject, I want to say 
this. In song and dance The Tempters is 
entirely clean. There's not a single sug- 
gestive dance, wh le the songs, too, are 
free from wisecracks. If—please note the 
‘if’—the Mutual wheel shows to follow 
can meet the standard set by The 
Tempters yesterday afternoon, those who 
have been fighting the Savoy needs must 
rest on past laurels. 

“A completely new show, The Tempters 
requires not a little polishing. The first 
part lacks speed and punch. There are 
numbers that should go out, not because 
they are off color, but because they add 
nothing to the entertainment. 

“Ed Jordan and Art Mayfield, two hard- 
working comedians, are much in evidence 
during the 11 episodes and diversions. 
Jordan’s dope is in true Lew Kelly man- 
ner Phillis De Rita and Elsie Raynor, 
with some assistance from Dor La Mont, 
provide the feminine strength. One of the 
best bets in the lineup of principals is 
Leonard Kramer, straight man. Kramer, 
as I have said ere this, has a pleasing 
voice, and it’s a pity he’s not called upon 
to use it more. 

“No burlesque would be complete with- 
out a bit of drama and pathos, and The 
Tempters provide it via New York in the 
Early '908s and Cokey’s Last Rave. By 
the same token, a model display is ever 
essential. That in the Savoy attraction 
is modesty personified.” 

COMMENT 

When the article under the caption, 
Chester B. Bahn’s Stage and Film Chat, 
sent to The Billboard ina Syracuse Herald 
envelope, was shown to President Herk, 
he became enthusiastic and emphatic in 
his declaration that what The Tempters 
could do and did do in the way of clean 
presentation can be done and shall be 
done by everyone responsible for presen- 
tation on the Mutual Circuit or they will 
be ruled off the circuit.

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Film Boards Free 
In Trust Inquiry 


Ordered To Stop Certain Prac- 
tices Complained of by Ex- 
hibitors 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—Film hoards 
of trade, of which there are 32 in key 
centers, were declared legal as well as 
helpful to the industry in a long decision 
handed down this week by the Depart- 
ment of Justice, which has been con- 
ducting an 18 months’ investigation on 
charges that the boards were in viola- 
tion of the anti-trust laws. *The probe 
was begun at the instance of the Motion 
Picture Theater Owners of America. 
whose members have bitterly attacked 
the film boards from time to time. 

The decision of the Department of 
Justice sets forth, after explaining the 
film boards of trade were organized for 
the purpose of enforcing awards made by 
boards of arbitration in disputes be- 
tween distributors and exhibitors, “that 
this plan. as conceived and executed, pro- 
vides a fair, just and economical method 
of dealing with disputes is evidenced by 
the fact that during the last two years 
19.225 awards have been made by these 
boards and of these only 37 have re- 
quired reference to a seventh arbitrator 
to reach a decision.” 

While giving the boards of trade a 
clean slate in this decision, the Depart- 
ment of Justice ordered certain prac- 
tices stopped The “certain practices” 
referred to deal with the cash-credit 
svstem as exercised by several of the 
film boards, requiring exhibitors to pay 
a cash deposit for film as a result of 
their failure to abide by an arbitration 
fecision. The exhibitor often found him- 
:e\f paying out considerable money in 
order to insure service, and in some in- 
stances exchanges that were members of 
the film boards actually refused to sup- 
ply service, the decision says. 


Royalties of $300.000.000 
Paid Abroad for Our Films 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—The royal- 
ties received from abroad for American 
pictures were three times those paid out 
of America for foreign pictures during 
the past six months. according to a 
statement just released by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, pointing put that at 
least $300,000,008 had been paid in royal- 
ties for American films and $100,000,000 
had been paid here for films made 
abroad. 

For several months efforts have been 
made in England to formulate plans for 
an interchange of pictures between En- 
gland and America, whereby a British 
exhibitor would be forced to play three 
English-made films to one American pic- 
ture. and American distributors would 
he compelled to play in this country a 
eertain number of British films every 
vear in return for those distributed by 
them in the British Isles. Thus far the 
plan has failed English exhibitors and 
the English public declare American 
films to be far superior to those made 
in Britain

On West Coast Sept. 18 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—Paul White-

Vitaphone Given as 
Cause of Stock Jump 


NEW YORK. Aug. 28.—The Vitaphone, 
exploited elaborately by Warner Broth- 
ers and furnishing the chief topic of 
conversation in film circles, will either 
make or break this progressive concern, 
but, according to the activities of its 
stock on the stock exchange, every indi- 
cation is the former will be the case. 
The stock took a sudden jump Wednes- 
day, gaining 13 points in a market that 
was generally depressed. Holders of the 
Warner stock are encouraged, since it 
has been climbing steadily during the 
last month. 

Vitaphone, sound and motion synchro- 
nization device, and the million-dollar 
manner in which Warner Brothers are 
exploiting it, are reasons given for the 
advance of the stock. Since its premiere 
at the Warner Theater with John Barry- 
more in Don Juan, it has attracted wide 
attention and discussion. 

Broadway film men are divided in 
their opinions concerning its practica- 
bility, success and revolutionary effects. 
Many points come up in discussing it 
Mechanically, the experiment is as good 
as any and reproduces the sound, tho 
not quite as good as on the radio, with 
as much perfection as expected. Com- 
parison of the music or score for the 
picture with an orchestra in a Broadway 
house is odious, yet inevitable, and 
moviegoers will not find any delight out 
of Vitaphone in the Metropolitan cen- 
ters aside from its novelty. This would 
have been heightened or might be in- 
creased in future by coloring the special 
Vitaphone films and giving the numbers 
a more brilliant background. 

Because of the manner in which the 
pictures are scored, such as Don Juan, 
with the New York Philharmonic play- 
ing, a cut in the film, which often oc- 
curs, would throw the music off for sev- 
eral hundred feet, and if a theater 
should desire to cut the picture, or speed 
it up, this cannot be done because of the 
musical score. 

To the smaller theaters thruout the 
country which cannot afford or do not 
have for other reasons an orchestra, the 
Vitaphone will be a revelation. That it 
will act as revolutionary to presenta- 
tions, which, after all, are being booked 
to add novelty and variety to the pro- 
grams, cannot be gainsaid. 

No hint has been given as to what the 
average exhibitor will have to pay for 
Vitaphone pictures, but it is generally 
agreed the price will be tremendous due 
to the high overhead in their production 
and exploitation. 


New Instrument for Deaf 
Announced by Warner Bros. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28.—Another inno- 
vation from Warner Brothers, who intro- 
duced the Vitaphone recently, is an- 
nounced in the shape of a device, de- 
clared by engineers of the Western Elec- 
tric Company to be effective, that will 
permit the deaf to hear the Vitaphone or 
other music given at the Warner Thea- 
ter. The apparatus is now being in- 
Stalled at the Warner Theater and seats 
will be set aside exclusively for the ac- 
commodation of the deaf and. blind. 
Twenty-five orchestra seats are being 
equipped with telephonic headpieces for 
the deaf. Dials, similar to those used on 

idio instruments, will also be provided 
o that a deaf person can “tune in.”

In the Equity letter to The Billboard 
of a couple of weeks ago, in which was 
related the tribute of the Poppy Company 
to the memory of Emma Janvier, the 
statement was made that Frank Ells- 
worth Hatch was a member of the asso- 
ciation.

Surplus of Theaters Advantage to Producer 

Not so very long ago there was such 
an acute shortage of theaters that many 
productions with good records in the 
neighboring tryout cities were forced to 
go to the storehouse or were reduced to 
prowling about in the neighborhood of 
New York, snapping up open dates as 
best they could, and living in hopes that 
some tenant of a Broadway house would 
drop below “the stop limit” if only for 10 
minutes. Then emissaries from producers 
sat rooted in the offices of the theater 
owners with unhappy expressions and 
certified checks prominently displayed 
waiting for a break. Then theater land- 
lords waxed happy and prosperous. 

The good news could not be kept under 
cover long, and a campaign of building 
brought the total of what are known as 
Broadway theaters up to approximately 
80. Now the producers of budding hits 
are in a position to pick and choose their 
houses and terms. 

Examples of the latter state of affairs 
were commented on by The New York 
Times recently in recounting the com- 
petitive bidding of certain New York 
theaters to secure Broadway and Gentle- 
men Prefer Blondes. 

If we could only wake up some morn- 
ing and find that there were not nearly 
enough actors to go around, wouldn't we 
have fun?

Be sure that we have your correct ad- 
dress. The Chorus Equity has installed 
an addressing machine to aid in the mail. 
ing of magazines, form notices, etc, It 
will save your organization, and therefore 
you, much time and money if you will 
notify us of each change of address, 

Consistency is not always the chief 
charm of those members whose how! is— 
when asked to pay their dues—“What 
has Equity ever done for me?” One such 
member called at headquarters the other 
day in regard to two weeks’ salary, col- 
lected after much hard work by the or- 
ganization. When she was reminded that 
she was a delinquent she said: “What 
has Equity ever done for me?” 

She happened to have a proof of what 
Equity has done in the form of a check 
in her hand, but every member. has proof 
if they wish to look for it. It seems ime 
possible for the newcomers to the theater 
to realize what conditions in the theater 
were prior to August, 1919. 

Being late for a number, without a 
satisfactory excuse, is just one way of 
breaking your contract. You have, in 
effect, dismissed yvourself without notice 
if the manager wishes to take advantage 
of that breach. <A few of our members 
seem to think that the continuous work 
clause applies only to the manager and 
not to them. Missing numbers is not 
“performing work in a competent and 
painstaking manner.” We cannot pro- 
tect your rights if we ignore the mana- 
ger’s rights. As a matter of fact, miss- 
ing a number might cause inconvenience 
to your fellow actors. Surely it does not 
make for a smooth performance—and a 
series of bad performances might close a 
company. 

If you have complaints to make, come 
to the office and make them—don’'t rely 
on your deputy to do it for you. In some 
cases it is absolutely essential to have 
the signature of the member to make 
the complaint. This is especially true if 
the money is to be taken from a bond. 
Several members of a company working 
within commuting distance of New York 
have been complaining of contract 
breaches all summer. Now that they 
have been asked to place their claims in 
writing it is impossible to find them. 

This is the busiest month of the year 
for the employment agency. If you are 
looking for work you should call in each 
day.

HTART HOUSE THEATER, 
TORONTO, CAN. 

The Hart House Theater, Toronto, Ont., 
closed its seventh season in May with 
Arthur Symons’ recreation of the Hindu 
classic, The Toy Cart, also known as 
The Little Clay Cart. The season com- 
prised 16 productions, quite a record for 
a little theater. The full program of the 
past seventh season consisted of 18 plays. 

The theater this year adopted the prac- 
tice of inviting guest directors to take 
part in its season. Jacob Ben Ami pro- 
duced Samson and Delilah, Iden Payne 
The Silver Bor, and Roy Mitchell The 
Chester Mysteries. The remaining plays 
were produced by Walter Sinclair, the 
theater’s director. Each play was run for 
seven performances and one matinee, 
with the exception of Samson and Delilah 
and Turandot, which ran for 12 nights 
and two matinees each. Of the remain- 
ing plays presented for a week’s run, 
The Rose and the Ring, Advertising April 
and I'll Leave It to You drew the largest 
houses. 

Walter Sinclair, who is now in charge 
of the theater, was for some years before 
his appointment the director of the Ama- 
teur Dramatic Club of Hongkong. In a 
series of notable productions there he 
proved himself a producer of great ver- 
satility, both as a trainer of actors and 
as a designer of settings, and in his 
work at Hart House Theater he has al- 
ready enhanced the distinguished repu- 
tation which preceded him. Altho the di- 
rector of Hart House Theater is sup- 
ported by a small professional staff, the 
players are all amateurs and are chosen 
from the community at large. In his 
Stage settings Sinclair has the assistance 
of T. Tremain-Garstang, an English 
scenic artist, who is responsible for the 
painting of all the scenery. 

The bill for the next season will con- 
sist of seven productions. 

An .important side of the theater's 
activities is the summer school in the 
art of the theater, which has now been 
in operation for three seasons. This 
provides a course of instruction for prac- 
tical workers in the amateur theater. 
Other plans are maturing to widen the 
scope and usefulness of this little play- 
house. It has already taken its place 
among the most important amateur the- 
aters in North America and promises to 
become a center of theatrical experiment 
second to none on either side of the 
Atlantic. 


LITTLE THEATER OP 
CHATTANOOGA, TENN. 

The Little Theater of Chattanooga, 
Tenn., organized the latter part of 1923, 
has moved steadily forward with remark- 
able success. The initial membership 
at the beginning of the season of 1924 
totaled 242. The vear following it 
amounted to 360. For the present sea- 
son, ending with the calendar year, the 
actual membership totals 460. 

The basis of membership, since the 
initial or lization in 1923, requires that 
each member pay $10 annually at the be- 
ginning of the season. This entitles 
each member to four tickets to each pro- 
duction without additional charge. There 
were three productions in 1924, four in 
1925 and four are schedule for the pres- 
ent season. The organization has not 
sought to promote the sale of tickets to 
nonmembers. However, the member- 
ship and friends have added revenue 
with each production to the amount of 
about $250. 

It has been the practice to rent the 
legitimate theater of the city two nights 
for each production and the organization 
has always enjoyed packed houses. For 


the season of 1927 it is planned to give 
on'y two-tickets to each member, this 
being necessary because of the prospect 
of presenting six or more preductions 


during the season 

Some of the plays presented since the 
organization was formed have been Dear 
Me, The Boomerang, Grumpy, Sam Davis, 


The First Year, Kindling, Minick, the 
most recent production being Leah 
Kleschna. It is remarkable that the 
Little Theater of Chattanooga has not 


yet registered a failure, every play hav- 


ing been put over with unusual! success. 
The present paid director, Stanley Ad- 
dis, now has Duley in rehearsal, which 


will be offered about September 15. 
LITTLE THEATER OF 
GALVESTON, TEXAS 

Altho scarcely three years old, the Lit- 


tle Theater of Galveston will open the 
fall season in its own building with the 
presentation of The Torchbearers, by 


George Kelly, the first of a series of six

plays, under the direction of Peter Ames 


Vincent, regisseur, who has guided its 
destinies since the first tentative pro- 
duction of The Truth, by Clyde Fitch, 


in June, 1923. 

The Little Theater, despite the short 
time of its existence, has achieved the 
status of an institution in the life of the 
city. The purchase of a suitable building, 
which is being renovated into a modern 
and adequate theater, has been made 
possible not only thru the interest of 
the group of women who initiated the 
project, but also thru the efforts of a 
group of business men of the city. In 
order to make this possible the Little 
Theater was granted a charter by the 
secretary of State as a corporation for 
the furtherance of the study of the drama, 


without anticipation of profit, and with- 
out capital stock. Money for the pur- 
chase was advanced by I. H. Kempner, 


who took the notes of the 
secured by a vendor's lien on the proper- 
ty. Another tribute to the value of the 
organization is the fact that the commit- 
tee is meeting with a generous response 
from the general public, as well as those 
intimately connected with its advance- 
ment. The lower floor of the building 
will be converted into an auditorium 
50x40 feet, capable of seating 256 per- 
sons. A stage of ample proportions will 
be constructed and three large dressing 
rooms conveniently arranged. 

Among the plays which will be pre- 
sented, in addition to The Torchbearers, 
are Anna Christie, Craig’s Wife, also by 
George Kelly; J. M. Barrie’s Alice-Sit-by- 
the-Fire, and Schiller’s Mary Stuart. 
Sunup is being considered for the sixth 
production. 

A series of summer activities is per- 
forming the two-fold purpose of keeping 
interest alive and raising funds. With 
feminine ingenuity, the women of the 
committee have arranged a series of card 


organization, 


parties, which are proving among the 
most largely attended of the social 
events. The use of favorite locations 
has been donated by managers of res- 
taurants and hotels, and prizes are aiso 
donated by individuals, so that a clear 
profit is made by the committee. It is 


the consensus of opinion that no project 
launched in Galveston for many years 
has received such general liberal support 
as the Little Theater. 

The list of 


subscribers and patrons 
for the coming 


season is incomplete as 
subscriptions are coming in all summer. 
Thus far there are 36 patrons and 214 
subscribers. Last year there were 32 
patrons and 204 subscribers. 

No account of the achievements of the 


Galveston Little Theater is complete 
without a mention of the work of the 
regisseur, Peter Ames Vincent, who has 


developed and is constantly developing a 
group of effective players from the usual 
local material. 

The six plays given last winter re- 
quired subtle interpretation and the pres- 
entations were given with finish and 
smoothness, yet without any sacrifice of 
spontaniety. 

Mr. Vincent is also known for his beau- 
tiful and effective sets, which he designs 
and practically erects, even to the paint- 
ing of the pictures which adorn the wall.

Forecasting Fashions for the Motion Pictures 


With s6 much pulchritude to “play up” 
against a background of fashion. the 
constant vigilance of a fashion director 
is necessary in the world of filmdom. 
Perhaps the most interesting of fashion 
directors is H. M. K. Smith, of Famous 
Players-Lasky Corporation. He is one 
of those rare individuals who combines 
business sagacity with artistic training. 

Up to 1914 Mr. Smith had no interest 
whatsoever in costume design, nor did 
he know anything more about women’s 
clothes than any ordinary business man. 
He was, until 1914, credit manager of 
one of the largest general merchandise 
establishments in America. Then he_be- 
came acquainted with Lady Duff-Gordon, 
known to the world of fashion as Lucile, 
and probably the greatest genius in dress 
of her time. Lady Duff-Gordon pro- 
posed that Mr. Smith should become her 
business manager, which he did; and 
thru years of association with this tal- 
ented lady and those affiliated with her, 
notably Gilbert Clarke, now chief design- 
er for Milgrim, and Edward Molyneux, 
at present one of the smartest and most 
successful couturiers in Paris, he be- 
came intimately acquainted with the de- 
signs and construction of costumes. 

It was but natural that Mr. Smith 
should come in contact with the people 
who make motion pictures, and the result 
of such contact was that in 1920 he be- 


came costume director of the Famous 
Plavers-Lasky Corporation. 
Anticipating Fashions 
When we interviewed Mr. Smith in 


his office at the Famous Players-Lasky 
Studios we were impressed with the com- 
pleteness of his official equipment. t 
included an art department, with artists 
who sketch, under Mr. Smith’s direction, 
costume designs for stars; also a re- 
search department, clipping and assem- 
bling fashion notes from all current peri- 
odicals, both American and foreign. 

“Wh anticipate fashions for 


Ve have to 
the screen to a time coincident with the 
release of the picture,” said Mr. Smith 
“When pictures are booked for release 
immediately upon comp'etion, this is not 
difficult. But when we make summer 
pictures in the bezinning of winter—and 
Vice versa—we must design our costume 
with an eye on the future. It is 
really impossible to anticipate fashions 
to a great extent We are naturaliy in 
touch with sources in Paris from which 
we get advance ideas all the time, -nd 
we have to be guided by this intormation 
and then design our own costumes in 
accordance with these advance hints.” 
Mr. Smith, who had just returned from 


Europe, was enthusiastic about German 
fashions Said he: “What made them 
most attractive to me, possibly more 


than anything else, is the fact that I 
do not see their exact types in America 
They were not extraordinarily different 
from the French fashions in general ef- 
fect, so far as length of skirt and line 
were concerned, but it was the com- 
bination of materials, colors and trim- 
mings that made them quite distinctive.” 

He then - showed — us the costume 
sketched, as an example of clever embel- 
lishment When the mannequin aun- 
tered past Mr. Smith in this design, he 
caught only a side view of a swinging 
fringe skirt and his attention wae in- 


trigued by what he supposed was a long 
jet-fringed skirt set on a white tunic; 
but when the mannequin faced him he 
discovered that the skirt of the dress 
proper was short and pointed in the 
front and that the bodice consisted of an 
interesting. strap arrangement. The 


skirt proved to be short in back and 
there was an interesting movement to 
the fringe. The diagonal arrangement 


of the straps and the V neck would in- 
sure any figure a slim effect. The dress 
is of white chiffon with jet embroidery. 


Colors in “Movies” 


In discussing color, not only as it 
photographs on the screen but from the 
standpoint of its psychological effect on 
the stars themselves, Mr. Smith re- 
marked: 

“T had an instance of color psychology 
just today in submitting some sketches 
to Lois Wilson for The Great Gatsby, 
in which she plays Daisy. The sketch 
showed gray lace, gray chiffon and chin- 
chilla fur, which is an ideal combination 
on the screen. I found to my surprise 
that Miss Wilson had an intense dislike 
for gray; that it depresses her so much 
that she never wears it. Feeling that 
she would not be at her best wearing a 
color she disliked, we are making the 
entire outfit in varying shades of orchid 
and mauve which will give us practical- 
lv the same photographic effect and 
which will give Miss Wilson a “kick”, as 
she is particularly fond of these colors. 

“We have been doing some very inter- 
esting experimenting in color photog- 
raphy in preparation for our production 
ot Glorifying the American Girl, a large 
part of which is to be done in color. We 
find to our regret that a great number 
of colors particularly beautiful to the 
eve and almost necessary to reconcile 
more primary colors do not photograph 
at all Reds, gold, orange, turquoise 
blue, brilliant canary yellow, brown, sil- 
ver and jade green photograph realis- 
tically, but the more delicate shades, ine 
cluding all the purple and pastel shades, 
do not photograph at all, at least not at 
present, altho we hope to develop the 
color camera to an extent where we can 
register these colors well.” 


Deplores Masculine Fashions 


It seemed to us, as Mr. Smith directed 
hs fashion artists, that he was striving 
for graceful feminine lines. When we 
voiced our impression, Mr. Smith said: 

“With the trend of fashions toward 
the masculine, we must add to fashions 
for the screen distinguishing feminine 
touches if we expect to retain any de- 
gree of distinction in femininity between 
our women on the screen Personally 
I am inclined to implore with Cyber, 
Vionnet, Lanvin and other French dress- 
makers, that women return to more fem- 
nine types in costume.” 

Recalling that, while 
Perey Marmont during the filming of the 
picture The Street of Forgotten Men, 
we had detected a particularly pungent 
perfume worn by some questionable 
edies of the Bowerv in that film. we 
nterrogated Mr Smith as to its object 

“Oh”, he replied, “that was a bit of 
realism. The streets, types and clothes 
were al] true to the Bowery; so why not 


interviewing 


the perfume? It contributed quite » 
‘kick’ to the characterizations. 

“Accessories are very important.” k 
clared Mr. Smith, “and very often = 
design an entire costume on the basis 
of an accessory. While in Paris J pur- 
chased quite an extraordinary parasol} 
and we are now designing a costume 
and hat to match the parasol.” 

“Do you observe color distinctions in 
costuming blonde and brunet for the 
camera?’ we asked. 

“Yes, responded Mr. Smith, “we qo 


take particular care as to the colors 
which will bring out the proper con- 
trast. This is particularly the ease with 
hats. 


We often put in a facing which 
will accent the hair and coloring of the 
wearer. Effort is made to play one co’or 
against the other thruout all the detailc 
of a costume. For instance, when we 
are dressing a blonde and are using q 
light-colored hat, we put in a dark fae. 
ing. If there {8 a parasol we strive to 
make it serve as a contrasting back. 
ground for both the hat and the ens. 
tume.” 


A Varied Service 


In his capacity as fashion director 
Mr. Smith not only selects and super- 
vises the costumes of the women and 
men, but those of children, and even 
dogs. When Tommy Meighan’s latest 
film was being made, it was necessary 
for Mr. Smith to purchase a complete 
and luxurious layette for a two-week. 
old baby. 

On his recent trip to Europe, in addi- 
tion to looking at the newest things in 
women’s clothes, he took a great number 
of pictures of street types and characters 
in Paris and other French cities, as well 
as in Berlin. He also brought back from 
Paris six trunks of costumes for men, 
such as are worn by French workmen of 
nearly every type, as well as a complete 
set of the municipal uniforms worn in 
Paris and made by the official tailors 
of that city thru special permission of 
the municipal authorities. Included in 
Mr. Smith's collection is also a set of 
uniforms worn by the officials and em- 
ployees of the various rallroads entering 
Paris. This was done in order to make 
productions. having to do with Paris 
absolutely authentic in the particular de- 
tails of costuming. He also brought to 
America accessories which cannot bea 
purchased here, such as the little shaw!s 
worn by the older women in the streets 
of Paris and the large oilcloth shopping 
bags which they carry, to say nothing 
of shoes, aprons, etc. 


Clothes Make the Woman? 


When we were leaving, Mr. Smith con- 
fided that they had performed a trans- 
forming operation on Lois Wilson. 


“We have bobbed her hair. This 
changes her appearance. With a change 
of clothes her type will be changed from 
the type of heroine which she has played 
for years—a type to which costume was 
a matter of no importance. I am ez- 
tremely anxious to put the finished result 
before the public and see what the re- 
action is and to prove just how far 
clothes really go to make the woman,” 
concluded the busy Mr. Smith.

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Knowing What To Do 


By HARRY OPEL 


Knowing what to do gets a boost now 
and then from some theater manager who 
runs th notice in the theater program 
occasionally calling attention to the 
proper exit in case of fire or accidents 
and giving very good advice concerning 
same and also requesting one to look 
around and select the proper exit so you 
would be in a position to get out safely 
in case an accident did happen. 

We of the magic world should always 
be well posted. We should make it our 
sole aim and object to be alive and wide 
awake at all times. We should try and 
school ourselves in such a manner that 
it would be second nature for us to know 
just what to do in any and all emergen- 
cies. Suppose the thread on the rising 
cards broke or the rice bowl go wrong, 
or perchance one should have the mis- 
fortune to drop the shell while perform- 
ing the biliard ball experiment. All 
these are little things and yet all are 
vital in bringing a trick to a successful 
climax. 

Knowing what to do comes mighty 
handy in all branches of the magic art, 
four it matters not if one is the largest 
or the smallest in his line, he will have 
many difficulties to combat even tho he 
may not climb to the top of the ladder 
of success. Knowing what to do in case 
some one stumbles on to your pet mode 
of working a certain effect. 

Knowing what to do in case you come 
into contact with a hard-boiled audience 
is a question worth considering, as thea- 
ter audiences are very fitkle and at 
times very unappreciative. As an ex- 
ample I witnessed a vaudeville show re- 


cently where I saw an exceptional act 
of skill that did not receive anywhere 
near the recognition it should for pre- 
senting feats of skill that must have 
taken years to accomplish, and still a 
little farther down on the bill was a 


woman who could roll her eyes and make 
a few funny faces and the applause al- 
most rocked the theater, but when a 
lady near me remarked quite loud, “Oh, 
she is the whole show,” I was disgusted 
and left. 

Knowing what to do in presenting any 
kind of magic, no matter if only a small 
act or an entire evening's entertainment, 
one should know the proper amount of 
comedy or byplay to indulge in, for when 
you pass a given point often your audi- 
ence loses interest and instinct should 
tell one the moment that limit is reached 
so one does not become tiresome in their 


It seems to me that knowing what 
to do is merely to use one's brain in a 
pinch or emergency, and I doubt if there 
is anyone who would dispute the fact 
that the presentation of magic trains 
the brain so that it is always alert and 
on the lookout during the performance, 
as magicians as a rule are under a cer- 
tain strain, but constant presentation 
develops one’s brain to a point that is 
valuable in our line of work.

The Vitaphone 


Just as the large motion picture 
houses, in an effort to hold their own in 
the face of the decreased drawing power 
of films alone, are approaching the 
legitimate theaters in the magnitude of 
their stage presentations, along comes 
the Vitaphone and the movie industry 
once more becomes hopeful of attaining 
supremacy in the entertainment field. 

But the hope is beset with doubts. 

The Vitaphone, after all, is nothing 
more than a substitute—a clever, scien- 
tific substitute, but still a substitute and 
no more. 

Like all substitutes, it will satisfy up 
to a certain degree. 

But not completely. 

It cannot provide the magnetic touch, 
the feeling of intimacy and the assur- 
ance of reality supplied to audiences by

the legitimate stage. 
No matter what degree of efficiency 
the Vitaphone may attain, it never will 


take the place of personal appearances. 


Western Road Shows 


The producers who send their shows 
to Oklahoma in October and November 
this year will get some real money. 

‘ Crops are unusually good in that State 
this season and money is plentiful, but 
theater and auditorium managers com- 
plain that they are unable to get road 
shows until December. 

The trouble, of course, is due to the 
distance of Oklahoma from New York 
and the fact that the shows play so 
many States before reaching Oklahoma. 

One of these days, maybe, Chicago 
and Los Angeles will wake up and take 
advantage of this situation. 


A Plain Talk 


The outdoor show business, including 
circuses, carnivals, tent dramatic com- 
panies, chautauquas and various special 
events, is again seriously endangered by 
a strenuous campaign of undermining 
launched by the moving picture inter- 
ests. 

In the latest official bulletin of the 
Motion Picture Theater Owners of 
America there is an article bearing 
the headline: “Theater Owners Must 
Battle Against the Carnival Vice.” 

For years this battling on the part of 
the film people has beeen going on in a 
quiet underhand way. ; 

Now it is breaking out on the surface. 

The movies find themselves slipping, 
and apparently they feel that their only 
chance to survive is by eliminating all 
competition. 

In order to accomplish this end they 
are attempting to brand outdoor amuse- 
ments as undesirable. 

Among the specific accusations con- 
tained in the article in the M. P. T. O. 
A, bulletin there is, of course, the old 
and wearisome charge that traveling 
shows take money out of town. 

Imagine the film interests accusing 
anyone of taking money out of town— 
the film interests who collect money 
from about 20,000 different theaters in 
the United States and who take the 
biggest part of this money to New York 
and Hollywood! 

If that isn’t a laugh, nothing is. 

Yet the movie propagandists are 
spreading this gross misinformation 
and plenty of susceptible persons are 
believing it. 

The movie interests are getting away 
with this dirty work BECAUSE NOT 
ENOUGH EFFORT IS BEING 
MADE BY SHOW PEOPLE TO EX- 
POSE SUCH FISHY REPRESENTA- 
TIONS. 

What simpleton can’t figure it out 
for himself that 80 per cent of all the 
money taken in hy any theater, store 
or shop in a town is “taken out of 
town ?” 

The average merchant will admit that 
he is fortunate if he can make 20 per 
cent profit on his gross sales. 

Where does the other 80 per cent go? 

With the exception of the help and 
rental expense, the money goes OUT 
OF TOWN to pay for the articles sold 
by the merchant. 

Very few traveling shows can truth- 
fully say that they make 20 per cent 
profit on their gross incomes. 

Of the money they take in, it has 
been conclusively shown that a big 
part is spent in EVERY TOWN 
WHERE THE SHOWS PLAY. 

This does not count the extra trade 
that is attracted to any town by the 
presence of a carnival, circus, chautau- 
qua or other visiting attraction. 

NO MOVIE HOUSE ATTRACTS 
AS MUCH MONEY TO A TOWN, 
AND NONE EEAVES AS MUCH 
MONEY BEHIND, AS THE TRAV- 
ELING OUTDOOR SHOW DOES. 

Proof of this can easily be supplied. 

The M. P. T. O. A. bulletin article 
next accuses the outdoor shows of be- 
ing a menace to public morals. 

Another laugh! 

And a much bigger one. 

Tust think of the movies charging 
anyone less with endangering public 
morals! 

Imagine the movies, made in Holly- 
wood, which has acquired an interna- 
tional reputation as a hotbed of vice, 
pretending to be pure and concerned 
about the moral health of American 
communities! 

Picture the movies, the bulk of which 
reek with thinly disguised sex appeal, 
crime and immorality, trying to throw 
mud at any other forms of entertain- 
ment ! 

With all due respect to the many fine 
individuals connected with film in- 
dustry, there is more vicious associa- 
tion, immorality, sham and degreda- 
tion connected with the making of mo- 
tion pictures than will ever be found 
around any outdoor shows. 

Those who have been thru the mill 
will testify to that. 


There may be, among outdoor amuse- 
ments, an irresponsible show here and 
there. 

Every business has its bad boys. 

Even in the film industry there are 
producers who make pictures for “stag” 
showing. 

But these transgressors are not rep- 
resentative of the entire business — 
either in the film game or in the out- 
door show game. 


No effort has been made by outdoor 
shows to condemn all films just because 
a few have been bad. 


Why, then, does the film industry 
seek to wipe out the tented shows— 
and by foul methods, at that? 


Doesn’t the film octopus know that 
this is a free country? 

Doesn't it recognize equal rights? 

Doesn’t it want the public to have a 
choice of entertainment? 

The moving picture interests might as 
well realize that carnivals, in some form 
or other, will be with us for at least 
another hundred years. 

THE PUBLIC WANTS THEM. 

And the public wil} have what it 
wants. 

The only ones who can’t seem to get 
this thru their craniums are the film 
interests, 

They seem to think the public must 
have only what is offered in the mov- 
ing picture theaters. 4 

Nobody is trying to deny that moving 
pictures have a right to live. 

There are plenty of intelligent people 
who enjoy their regular movie fare. 

There are, also, a great many il- 
literates and halfwits who could not 
be entertained in any other way. 

So the movies have their place. 

They are entitled to it. 

Sut thev are not entitled to hog the 
entertainment field, nor to slander and 
undermine other forms of amusements. 

Thev can’t satisfy all the people all 
the time. 

And now, since the movie theater 
men have seen fit to come out in the 
open with their vile and unjustified at- 
tacks against outdoor shows, it is up to 
the outdoor show interests to adopt de- 
fensive and protective measures. 

The way to do this is to make the 
public acquainted with the true state of 
affairs. 

For this purpose the outdoor show 
business needs a general director of 
public relations. 

The movie people have their Will H. 
Hays. 

The mere presence of Hays at the 
head of the film industry, and his 
supposed guardianship of the activities 
in that field, is enough to inspire in the 
public mind the assurance that the 
movies are being kept all right. 

Such is the public mind! 

The outdoor show business doesn’t 
necessarily need a man at the head of 
it to create a similar confidence. 

It reeds no “big hov” who accom- 
plishes his “fixing” thru his influence 
and thru the faith placed in him by 
the public, 

But it does need a man to answer the 
false and damaging attacks made upon 
outdoor shows by the moving picture 
people. 

And the need 


is urgent— MOST 
URGENT. 


The Ballyhoos 


The rumpus being raised about hally- 
hoos at Coney Island will not amount 
to anything in the end. 

It will only serve to show the short- 
sightedness of efficiency experts and 
reformers in general, 

The prime failing among this gentry 
is that they invariably reckon in one 
direction only. 

Take away the ballyhoos from Coney 
Island and the resort will lose one of 
its greatest fascinations. 

And the loss will be accompanied by 
a big loss of patronage. 

The ballyhoos. are as necessary to 
Coney Island—and to any amusement 
enterprise of the carnival or holiday class 
—as the bright lights are to Broadway. 


Standing Room 


The makers of laws do funn 
sometimes. 

Among the funniest is the passing of 
an ordinance to prohibit anyone except 
an employee of the house from stand- 
ing ina theater. | 

Several communities already have re- 
ported the enactment of a restriction to 
this effect. 


Another city was about to include the 
regulation in its building laws, but the 
local theater managers protested. In 
the course of having the ruling laid 
aside, it was brought out that the mem- 
bers of the ordinance committee had 
been corrected in their impression that 
a similar law was in force in certain 
other cities. 

The lawmakers in this case were 
“under an impression”, 


They did not bother to find out for 
certain whether the law in question 
really existed in other cities, and 
whether it was workable, 

They merely had “an impression” in 
their minds, and this impression 
prompted them to act.

inspired the best of modern regisseurs, 
lives the life of a hermit. Or shall 
we sav that he leads the life of a free- 
man since the nonessentials of life and 
its complexities do not intrude upon him 
in his chosen round of work and thought? 
Aside from the Wagnerian operas 
u h he stages at the Stadt Theater in 
Basel and at Toscanini’s Scala Opera 
Honse in Milan, Appia is content to carry 
on his experiments in seclusion, In thiga 
gracious, robust man of 70 there is nothing 
which smacks of the egocentric indivdua} 
who “has arrived”. Appia hasn't sought 
the laurels of publicity and sensation- 
alism. When you talk with this bearded 
man of erect stature and frank features, 
you note that his is that spirit of in- 
tegrity which only fine personalities 
among artists possess—such as Craig, 
Moissi, Ida Roland, Copeau or Wiene, 
Talking with Appia, in his simple Alpine 
costume, you momentarily forget about 
Appia, regisseur and artist-technician 

... for you find yourself studying Ap- 
pia, the man. 

Being what he is, Appia did not under- 
stand why a young American woman, 
who had been with him for two months 
as a student, returned home to claim two 
vears of work with him and to credit 
herself jin a monthly publication with the 
creation of designs which Appia himself 
had conceived after laborious experiment. 
What a contrast! Appia working quiet- 
ly for years and producing works which 
make even a Gordon Craig marvel, and 
on the other hand, an apostle of Ameri- 
can Short Cuts to Quick Success “‘play- 
ing the game”. But what else can be 
expected of our dilettantes who effer- 
vesce about theater and the arts as a 
means to secure that ephemeral thing 
known as social advancement, and yet 
1ave neither will nor ability to pro- 
duce their own handiwork? 

When I saw Jacques Copeau jn his 
studio at the Vieux Colombier in Paris, 
he said: “Appia and Craig—they are 
isters—and they are the great cre- 
tors of the theater.” Yet, Appia and 
Craig are decidedly unlike in viewpoint, 
personality and practice, even tho they 
i warm friends. 

Craig, assertive, humorous, almost 
domineering, once thought of supplanting 
actors with marionettes; and Appia, mild 
i tolerant, would give the actor the 
widest latitude for the development and 
expression of his personality. To Appia,

Has the Theater Forgotten Personality? 
HE effect of crushing negation upon 
7 the actor’s personality in the the- 
ater is the reason Appia cannot en- 
theater of today. To him the 
movement of the actor is the es- 
; element in the theater, and it 
listresses Appia to find the actor's per- 
sonality too often dwarfed. Therefore, 
the theater does not exist for him. 

Appia believes the theater is in a crisis 
because it has forgotten the importance 
of the actor’s personality and has per- 
mitted itself to be controlled by condi- 
tions, individuals and circumstances that 
submerge personality. 

When Morris Gest, first-rate business 
man and impresario, says, “We in the 
United States have the best theater in 
the world,” wonder what he means. 
I wonder what another man in the pro- 
fession, whom I met at Salzburg, had in 
mind when he repeated this remark. 
Did they infer that the American the- 
ater leads the world in that it provides 
opportunities for the development of the 
&-tor’s personality ... or that the Amer- 
ican theater is greatest from the stand- 
point of organization and profit-making 
possibilities . . . or that the American 
theater excels in mechanical equip- 
ment for scenic effects? The early bat- 
tles of Equity wer? in part the outgrowth 
of the actor’s determination to preserve 
personality. No nation can claim world 
leadership in the theater if it has made 
such a conflict necessary. Nor can a 
nation claim theater leadership when 
thousands of actors traverse the streets 
of its biggest city in quest of engage- 
ments during prosperous times while the 
rest. of the country is witnessing the 
£cradual decline of spoken drama. 

To Appia, the actor makes the play 
and is the one element which gives jie 
theater lHfe. rama begins and efids 
with the actor. Scenic effects do not 
make a theater great nor do plays al- 
Ways add to its greatness. Only good 
actors who have unlimited opportunity 
for the expression of personality. can 
make the stage great. The big draw- 
back in the theater of today is its em- 
phasis upon play themes and_ settings 
instead of realizing that dramatic art 
must intellectualize itself and be plastic, 
or koerperlich. While Appia concedes 
that a play must be presented as written, 
he holds that the play is also a tool for 
the expression of the actor's personality. 

“We. the actors, are the drama and 
the setting,” Appia has often repeated in 
the course of staging a Wagnerian pro- 
duction for design in a play is 
composed of the body and its movement.

Champion of Personality 


By BARNET BRAVERMAN 


Spirit project an emotion, the decors are 
aot seen and only personality is felt 
. - all of which indicates that scenes 
and plays are secondary to personalit 
and fine acting. 

Not so long ago I taiked with several 
of Broadway's most able directors and 
without exception each emphasized the 


play and minimized the importance of 
the player. “The play's the thing,” they 
said. But Eugene O'Neill, in a class by 


himself as a dramatist, says this about 
acting in a playbill of the Provincetown 
Playhouse: “In acting lies the acted 
play. The immediate future of the the- 
ater is in the actor. Until he gets his 
real opportunity, we others . I speak 
as a playwright this applies equally 
to all artists in the theater... but wait 
for ours, or try to be contented with 
what we know must be an unrealizable 
dream.” 

“But it that our impresarios, 
directors or regisseurs, eall them what 
you will, are surprisingly blind to the 
development of the actor's personality. 
Type, type, type is all they see. Thus 
the type actor misses the kind of train- 
ing and experience that develops the ar- 

st. 

Appia maintains that the theater 
hasn't orientated itself into the whole of 
dramatic art. He believes this may 


seems 


take a long time, for the theater is a 
hodgepodge of opera, vaudeville and 
drama with opera in drama, drama 


in opera, and vaudeville the offspring of 
both. Appia is convinced that music will 
give the theater the definite guiding prin- 
ciples it stands in need of and presages 
the disappearance of such classifications 
as drama, opera and vaudeville. 

When both actor and audience no 
longer feel conscious as player and spec- 
tator, when a production ha become an 
experience to both, then, Appia declares, 
will we be on the wav to an organized 
dramatic art ... in which there are to 
be no spectators. Since both regisseur 
and public are alike guilty that this 
condition doesn’t prevail in the theater, 
Appia thinks they must work out their 
problems together. He told me that were 
he a sculptor, he would symbolize this 
idea for the theater: “You give me... 
and... I give you.” For Appia, this 
idea expresses the essentials of all cre- 
ative art and its appreciation. He be- 
lieves that the actor with this viewpoint 
is more likely to be an artist despite 
lack of facile technique than is the actor 
who possesses technical finish without 
such an outlook. 

As for the audiences of today, Appia 
regards them with scorn in_ that their 
attitude is all “take” rather than “give”. 
They come to be entertained rather than 
to share enjoyment with the actors in a 
production To the audiences of today 
an acted play is rarely an experience. 
This attitude metamorphoses the theater 
into an auditorium for the exhibition of 
varving degrees of histrionic skill ana 
creates a gulf between actor and spec- 
tator. 

The absence of the “I give you and 
vou give me” attitude on the part of 
regisseurs, actors and audience is one 
of the reasons that Appia abhors being 
present among spectators during the pers 
formance. To him they are the spirit of 
“take” incarnate. His visits to the the- 
ater are rare He is only happy and 
contented when staging and producing. 
Then it is that the stage as a device 
means nothing to him, that _it lives for 
him—and it probably would live more 
for the auditors if they brought less of 
the “take” attitude with them. Appia 
insists we must acquire the attitude of 
mutual interest and interchange, of “you 
give me and T give you”, before theater- 
going may become an experience. 

Appia offers this illustration: When 
people go to a theater, they are happy 
and relaxed .. . until the orchestra be- 
gins to play. Then they stiffen, grow 
long-faced and self-conscious . . . because 
they have failed to bring to the theater 
all but the most important factor in_en- 
jovment ... e., inner attitude. They 
purchased tickets, accented programs 
from ushers, and seated themselves with 
the expectation of being entertained 
They forgot to bring their hearts along 
_,. they merely bought tickets for seats 
in an auditorium. Appia insists that be- 
fore the theater can come into its own, 
the public as well as regisseur and actor 
must give themselves unreservedly to the 
artistic impulse. 


Refore that is possible in our country, 
something must happen to rid us of real- 
tors who own theaters, to shelve im- 
presarios and managers with the 
psychology of realtors and pawnbrokers, 
to discipline actors who prefer the easily 
attained goal to the self-training of the 
artist, to deal effectively with a public 
interested in the latest make of automo- 
bile but indifferent to the state of our 
national talent This process of self- 
determination in the theater may be best 
realized thru the ownership of play- 


houses by actors... for freedom to ex- 
periment is an impossibility without 
economic initiative? 

However, the public is not always slow, 
for many a large audience has avidly 
followed the work of the actor, actress 
and regisseur capable of creative inter- 
pretation. But these are rare indeed. 
Players of much promise appear in their 
early years on the stage only to drop 
into oblivion, thanks to a theater system 
that puts a discount on personality and 
a premium on types, tricks, surface ef- 
fects and quick success. 


Technical Facility Versus Personality 


EFORE the theater can become the 
place where each performance shall 
be an experience to both actor and 
Spectator rather than an exhibition of 
histrionic skill, Appia holds two elements 
now deterimental to the theater must ne 
eradicated: Technical facility and dilet= 
tantism. He dismisses dilettantism by 
saying it is another form of hypocrisy. 

e does admit that the attainment of 
technical skill in acting is an achleve- 
ment in itself, but once acquired should 
be forgotten because technique alone is 
not life and offers none. 

Holding fast to the idea that art is 
an individual experience, Appia looks 
forward to the day when people, tired of 
virtuosity, will wonderingly ask: “What 
is it?" 

Appia is of the opinion that this em- 
phasis on mastery of the mechanics of 
acting keeps people passive when in the 
theater instead of making them feel they 
are there to share in the 
But above all, Appia’s broadside against 
virtuosity owes its force to the fact that 
technical facility falsifies the player's 
personality. To ippia, technique has 
two aspects: Inner and the outer 
technique. Inner technique plays vio- 
lence with the personality of the actor 
because it compels him to center his 
thoughts on another personality than his 
own when enacting a role... and outer 
technique, t. e, movement, as practiced 
in the theater today, makes the actor 
feel lonely on the stage and uncom- 
fortably aware of himself for the 
audience in front has come to take what 
he has to give. Thus. both inner and 
outer technique submerge the uncon- 
scious. 

In his criticism of present dav me- 
chanics of acting, Appia is reminded «f 
parents who force their children to study 
that they may show off before company. 
Prior to the arrival of the guests, the 
children may be plaving at their ease 
in a corner only to stiffen into self- 
consciousness when asked bv their par- 
ents to exhibit what they have memo- 
rized. All of which is obvious—but not 
a whit less obvious when actors are 
obliced to show off to spectators who 
to the theater without regarding 
their playgoing as an experience to he 
mutually enjoyed. This is committing 
violence to the personality of child and 
actor alike, and leads Appia to brand 
audiences as dealers in violated person- 
alities. The true technique of the stage, 
according to Appia. lies in the festival, 
but at present that art form is too free 
for enslaved minds 

He states that the stage offers many, 
all too many, technical opportunities for 
new effort in acting. directing and pro- 
ducing, but despite them the theater re-

mains traditional Technique moves 
faster today than average human com- 
prehension, just s life moves more 


rapidly than we realize. For instance, 
Appia refers to the cinema He holds 
that it moves faster technically than ar- 
tistic progress and that is whv the film 
is regarded bv him as inartistic. Hows 
ever, this point is onen to debate. Appia 
considers the individual as the yardstick 
by which to measure the theater and he 
is also right when he says there can be 
no theater orientation until the individual 
clearly understands what that involves 
As Copeau has said: “The theater ts 
alwavs the social product of its time.” 
What then are our chances for q nationol 
theater orientation so long as we have 
government administrators with social 
and aesthetic vision no better than 
that of penguins, so long as educational 
administrators interest themselves im 
wirepulling, petty political intrigue and 
eater to Kiwanis and Chambers of Com- 
merce, so long as the press (with some 
exceptions, of course) maintains low 
standards of dramatic criticism? What 


are the prospects of such gentry ever 
initiating a theater orientation in this 
country? Would they get the signifi- 


cance of a Greek temple? 
When Appia visited St 
Rome the huge cathedral 
rich ‘adornment, made_no 
either of bigness or smatliness upon hi 
Here was a product designed by prin 
of the church for the accomplishment 
their own ends, but when Appia _be held 
the Greek temple at Paestum he i 
imagination quickened because this 
temple, tho small, was built for the peo- 
ple of its day as an expression of their 
viewpoint . . since they understood

Appia, being a classicist, 
naturally prefers the early 
achievements to those of ou 
cause they were created as elements 
closely knit with the life of the Greeks, 
did not ape the speech, custem and dress 
of other peoples, and inthe case of 
drama made them feel in unison with 
the actors. so that spectators laughed, 
played and cried with the players But 
we of today—alas—get our emotional 
kicks out of French bedroom farces, the 
noise of motors, poor liquor and race 
riots.

The Regisseur and Personality 


PPIA submits that the first and most 
important duty of the regisseur ‘s 
to reverence—and never to dominate 

—personality. In this attitude Appia is 
directly opposed to Craig's substittuion 
of the actor with the marionette. Uns 
doubtedly Craig's desire for the utmost 
of beauty in the theater may be behind 
his recommendation for the marionette 
rather than a_ deliberate intention to 
stifle the personality of the actor. 
Nevertheless, when talking with Craig, 
it is easv to perceive that he is the 
type of director who might demand that 
the actor should suppress personality 
for the sake of doing Craig's biddinz. 
But the marionette is a poor substitute 
for the plastie form of the human hbedy 
Appia contends Craig's outlook is that 
of a man tired of life and that he, Craig, 
therefore finds solace in that which 1s 
opposed to life: the marionette. When 
the personality of the actor is destroyed 
Appia says illusion is necessary. Perhaps 
this explains why our theater dabbles so 
much with tricks at lighting and scenjc 
effects . . for these surely are 6f 
slight consequence in the development 
and expression of the actor's personality. 

The regisseur who would develop and 
bring forth the most sensitive expression 
of the actor's personality, according te 
Appia, should make special effort to (1) 
learn what the actor thinks of the play 
as a whole (2) ascertain how the acter 
feels toward his role and (3) endeavor 
to bring the actor into sympathetic ac- 
cord with the play—but never to force 
him 

Appia savs that if he plays a part he 
is Annia, that he is Appia despite that 
he play Hamlet, Siegfried or Shylock. In 
other words, Appia wants the actor to 
demonstrate that he is himself regard- 
less of the role, wants the actor to per- 
form objectively. fully aware of every 
tone. gesture and nuance of speech, just 
as the good painter knows why he uses 
this stroke or that color. 


Costume and Personality 


NE of the features of Appia’s pro- 
O ductions is the absence of colorful, 
glittering castume. The attire used 
serves to accentuate the plastic form of 
the player's body and its movement 
. . attire that brings out the line of 

the figure in action. Tones of greenish, 
pearly grav made by lights and white 
are the dominant notes of his scenes and 
the architecture is severely simple—al- 
most consisting of masses such a8 are 
found in cubes, rectangles, ete. Appia is

must be willing to forego saiaries of 
$500 or more per week and work humbly 
and impersonally as true experimenters 
and earnest searchers. But our Ameri- 
ean psychology, peculiar only to us, 
makes experimentation pretty much of 
hazard, for we seek the short cut to 
success rather than solid achievement 
We lack the courage to be self-critical. 


That's why some of us think we have 
the greatest theater in the world and 
the best music in the world—tho the 
plays, music and sometimes the artists 
are wholly of European origin.

More than $5,000,000 is today invested 
in shows and booths at Revere Beach, 
the Coney Island of New England, and 
which joins Boston harbor on the north. 
Changes almost startling have taken 
place in the last few years in the class 
administration of the show _ business, 
This fact is se frecognized that one 
finds professional show managers wan- 
dering among the crowds and out solely 
to make a careful study of the innova- 
tions. 

The auto has been the prime influence 
in revolutionizing the business of the 
beach. Formerly when people came by 
Narrow-gauge train, boat across the har- 
bor, by wagon or by foot they came to 
wander—with more or less leisure. They 
yatronized a few 10-cent shows and ere 
ong began to be inordinately hungry! 
They ate! The majority began on 10 
or 15-cent snacks. But kept it up, go- 
ing from one eating booth to another. 


It was nothing for a harworking son 
of toil or daughter of the shop to spend 
from $5 to $10 in a day’s outing at 
Reve re Beach. 

Then came the auto. 
got into an _ uncontrollable quest for 
thrill. Anything to promote a thrill or a 
semblance of novelty! Autos began tv 
park along the boulevard. So that today 
especially during rush or bathing hours 
it is not uncommon to find the flivvers 
jammed against the curb within a couple 
feet of each other for a solid mile. 


This revolution meant that the entire 
System of beach shows and beach busi- 
hess was changed. Everyone seemed 
suddenly in a hurry! There would be a 
scurrying to hot-dog stands and an or- 
der for “hot dogs and gimme ’em in a 
hurry!" The old regime of the leisurely 
middleager and his lady sauntering and 
then going into a first-grade restaurant 
and calmly enjoying a seafood repast, 
fried c'ams, oysters, lobster, etc., or the 
day worker sitting down to flounders and 
French fried seemed to have vanished in 
a moment! Everybody was on a rush. 
Going he knew not where, but on hs 
way for dear life! Everybody was 
gulping and scurrying. 

Thus originated the roller coaster type 
of shows, the parking areas and innumer- 
able other innovations designed to meet 
the wants or fancies of the flivverists. 

There are now more than 20 of these 
distinctly “thrilling slides” or “jiggle 
joggiers’, a few of them being invest- 
ments that represent $100,000 or $200,000, 

The proprietors of roller coasters 
gradually got to raising the height of 
the slides and making the angle more 
acute, until finally one was built that 
had pitches (and many of them) that 
seemed to be almost headlong, and they 
were, for the angles are practically 45 de- 
grees! Accidents have happened. But py 
putting on plenty of guards, watching 
the patrons, strengthening the structural 
work and closing the mind against worry 
this particular outfit has established a 
paying business. 

This season one who makes a careful 
investigation of the general show and 
business situation at Revere Beach finds 
info, that is meaningful in the extreme to 
the practical showman. 

The law of the show world that “the 
old is a startling novelty every 10 years” 
is being proven here this year. After 
many, many years the wax figures are 
back and doing a rattling business! 
Middle aged and the flappers, and flip- 
pers as well, are thoroly enjoying visits 
to the effigies, and they are just as 
new and just as interesting to the present 
flivverbred as Mme. Tussaud’s innova- 
tion of the 1840s in London was to the 
great-great-grandparents! 

The genuine road circus or one-ring 
side show has appeared also this sea- 
son and done good business. 

Also amid the furore of a dozen years 
ago over the flivver one man refused 
to swerve from his conviction that 
“You take a lovin’ young couple and 
digsle and joggle ’em well and you got 

it'll please ‘em and they’!l 
keep coming.” This was Hurley, with his 
merry-go-rounds. He began with the 
genuine old carousel of the 1889s and he 


People gradually 


has refused to change his basis, althc 
being a live wire in new paint and new 
decorations each season From a single 
little merry-go-round venture of years 
ago he steadily set up others until to- 


day he owns and operates qa dozen or so. 

Hurley's stern following of his policy— 
the machine organ playing plenty of old- 
time songs and the young couple getting 
“well joggied’’—has made him a million- 
aire! He has long been one of the fi- 
nancial powers of the beach and hustling 
promoters who cannot bring themselves 
to imitate at the same time acknowledge 
or are forced to yield to the financial 
force of the magnate. 

“Setting up a stand’ at Revere Beach 
is something of a venture if one bears 
in mind that for a space 10 feet wide 


“and 30 feet deep the rent and outfitting 


represent from $1,000 to $2,000. When 
the first half of the season ends, in early 
July, scores are always closing up, un- 
able to fight the battle any longer. Ex- 
perience has repeatedly proven that no 
one can surely plan a “small-snap”’ 
success at Revere Beach. But as nearly 
as one could say it—the safest game in 
this line would be some pleasing innova- 
tion in the standard hot dog, ice cream 
and tonic line. Hot dog, pies, ice cream, 
waffle sandwiches and kindred “novel- 
ties” are the successes in tiny “stands” 
this season. 


A fact of utmost importance to show- 
men is that the metropolitan park of- 
ficials, in whose district the beach proper 
lies, and other State officers, the Revere 
Chamber of Commerce and’ police have 
done their utmost to aid legitimate busi- 
ness and go the limit of patience with 
the show ventures. Attractive concrete 
shelters, steps, stairs and canopies have 
been built along a solid mile on the 
beach side of the boulevard and fronting 
the entire opposite string of shows and 
booths. The aim has been ta give eAch 
merchant or showman a fair chance. 

It has been found also this season that 
the opening for the old-time railroad 
excursion is coming back! The Chamb -r 
of Commerce began active effort with 
the railroads for thoroly trying out the 
excursion racket. It has proven that 
hundreds are wearied of the eternal 
flivver fighting of the road and are eager 
for the lesser jam and more orderly 
comfort (think of it) of the well-man- 
aged railroad excursion. 

On a recent Sunday from Nashua, N. 
H.. alone came 1,000 persons! These 
hundreds of excursionists have proven a 
perfect godsend to the beach busine+s.

IONIA, Mich., Aug. 28.—The 1926 Ionia 
Free Fair will go down in history as a 
record-breaking fair in many respects. 
Not only in attendance and receipts, but 
also in the several track records that were 
broken during the fair. The estimated 
attendance, based on an accurate check 
of the cars entering fhe grounds, was 
178,600 Thursday showed the greatest 
number of cars, 10, 535 be ing checked into 
the grounds up to 7:30 p.n 

Dodson’s World Fair we broke our 
past records for receipts, and had 110,718 
paid admissions to the midway shows and 
rides. Grand stand paid admissions were 
50.263 While all bills for this year's 
fair are not in, the estimated expenditure 
for the fair will be $39,400, while the re- 
ceipts will run at least $50,000. 

Monday afternoon Joan La Costa made 
a new track record for women drivers by 
driving a mile on the half-mile track in 
1:08. Wednesday Peter Manning, driven 
by A. F. Morrison, made a new State 
record for a half-mile track. The time 
for the mile was 2:04%,. A new half- 
mile running race record was made by 
Alien; this race was run in 49 3-5. Satur- 
day Louis Disbrow, former dirt-track 
champion, set a new State record for a 
mile on a half-mile track in 1:06. 

Ernie Young’s Revue was the talk of 
the fair, combined with the spectacular 
1776, and the following free attrac- 
tions: The Five Mounters, Fink’s Mules, 
Five Petleys, Cliff Curran, Tom Mills, 
Yacopi Troupe and W. A. Blomberg’s 
Dogs, made up one of the best night 
shows ever given at the Ionia Free Fair. 

The Ionia Free Fair features live- 
stock exhibits, and this year it was 
necessary to increase the swine, cattle 
and sheep barns. Thursday the thoro- 
bred live stock parade was held, led by 
the Michigan State College horses that 
won the grand championship at the In- 
ternational Horse Show. 

The Boys and Girls’ Club work was 
featured this year, and they occupied 12 
booths in the display building. The auto- 
mobile building presented a most attrac- 
tive appearance. The merchants’ build- 
ing had 60 display booths. A decorative 
scheme on the entire fair grounds was 
green and white, in honor of Mayor Fred 
W. Green, who is the Republican candi- 
date for Governor in the primaries. 

Each morning during the week of the 
fair it threatened to rain and on Friday 
enough fell to spoil the afternoon’s per- 
formance and prevent an evening per- 
formance. However, not enough rain fell 
to allow the collection of the insurance, 
and thus Friday meant a big loss to us, 
This was a re cord-breaking fair in spite 
of this one rainy day. 


Missouri State Fair a Success 


SEDALIA, Mo.. Aug. 24.—The 26th 
annual Missouri State Fair was a suce 
cess both from the standpoint of attend- 
ance and finances, according to W. D. 
Smith, secretary. “We didn't have quite 
as many people as we had last year, but 
We had a great fair, and will show a 
profit over last year’s exposition.” 

As expressed by George W. Arnold, 
vice-president, shad the weather been 
ideal there would have been several 
thousand more in attendance. As it is, 
the heavy rains, which fell on six of the 
eight days, kept many from coming, and 
prevented the fair board from carrying 
out the complete program as planned.

After four weeks on the South Jersey

Averaged about $3 
a day. Met a shop man there and he 
asked me where I was going. I told 
him to lay off two shops in Barberton.

He has a fine 
car. Will stay here at least three weeks, 
then to Columbus for a stay, and then to 
Cincinnati.” 


GUESS WHO'S HERE? None other 
than Earl H. Ramsay, of the Ramsay 
Players, now out in Nebraska. After 
duly apologizing for not having shot in 
a pipe for many moons, Earl goes on to 
give an account of himself: “I wished 
to give the med. a rest for a while, so 
took out my Uncle Tom’s Cabin company 
after Christmas, playing to nice busi- 
ness in the houses. Opened a tent opry 
early in May, going back to my old love, 
the repertoire business. Have nine peo- 
ple and a swell frameup. Found busi- 
ness good in spots. Some sections, where 
crops are burned out, were terrible.

I 
have played in .Nebraska many years, 
but just learned something regarding 
the sale of prize candy in this State that 
may be of interest to shows. There is 
a pure food law here which forbids plac- 
ing presents or merchandise in a pack- 
age of foodstuff. You can get around 
this by placing the present in a separate 
box. But there is another law which 
was brought to my attention by a county 
attorney. It is a “gift law’ covering the 
sale of anything which is accompanied 
by a gift as a means of promoting or 
increasing sales. To keep within the 
law all the presents given must be_the 
same or of equal value. I am led to 
believe that even if an extra charge, Say 
a penny, was made for the present it 
would still be unlawful, as the gift was 
used to promote the sale an all presents 
were not of the same value’ This in 
spite of the fact that all my packages 
were printed “can be opened for inspec- 
tion before purchasing.” The _ penalty 
runs as high as $500. I am writing the 
eandy company to look into this matter 
and will be glad to pass on any informa- 
tion received. Have run across several 
of the med. and novelty boys recently, 
and my doors are always open to them. 
Our permanent address is Grand Island, 
veb.”
